| Majesty came to town from Windsor Castle on Monday morning, to 
| lay the foundation-stone of the Hall of Arts and Sciences, which is 
intended as a memorial of the Prince Consort. Her Majesty left 
| the Castle аб half-past ten o'clock. The weather, which had been 
showery, cleared up 88 the Queen drove to the Great Western 
Railway terminus, where a number of spectators had assembled to | 
witness her departure. А special train was in waiting at the ter- 
minus, which consisted of two state salocne. Тһе Prince and 
Princess Christian arrived at the station before the Queen, and 
| awaited her Majesty in the private waiting-room. After a short 
interval her Majesty (who wore slight mourning), with Princesses 
Louise and Beatrice, and Prince Leopold, reached the station. 
The two Princesses were very richly attired, while Prince Leopold 
wore a Highland dress. The Royal party then entered the train, 
which arrived at Paddington at ten minutes past eleven. A vast 
crowd had assembled at the terminus, where several of the royal 
carriages, with postilions in scarlet and gold liveries, were in atten- 
dance, together with a guard of honour of the Ist Life Guards, 
under Captain Wilson Patten. Her Majesty and the Royal 
| Family, on leaving the train, were met by Sir Daniel Gooch, the 
chairman, Captain Bulkeley, anà M>. Whitham, of the Great 
Western line, and escorted to the open carriages, the guard of 


As the brilliant cortége passed through the streets, the Queen 
repeatedly and most graciously returned the loyal salutes of the 
spectators who lined the route to the site of the hall. Her Majesty 
looked remarkably well, and much more cheerful than we hate 
seen her for a long time past. 

The hall is to be built on the vacant portion of the ground behind 
the Conservatory of the Horticultural Gardens at South Kensing- 
ton, and almost Гасіп" the memorial cross to Prince Albert which 
i- being erected іп Hyde Park. Тһе building has been designed 
mainly by Lieutenant-Colonel Scott, R.E., assisted by Mr. G. 
Томпгов, and is based оп the ideas suggested by the late Captain 
Fowke, R.E. The plan of the building is elliptical in form, and it 
isto be constructed of red brick, with terra-cotta enrichments of а 
buff tint. The roof will be of wrought iron covered with lead, 
with a large central skylight. Тһе rooms, stairs, and all the par- 
titions will be fireproof.  Internally, the main feature of the 
building is а spacious amphitheatre, with two tiers of boxes. The 
central space ovcupies an area 103 feet long and 68 feet in width. 
Above the upper tier of boxes is a corridor 20 feet in width, which 
is intended to be used for the exhibition of pictures, sculpture, and 
| other objects of intei est." it ез if occasion requires, be adapted to 
the accommodation ot an аииіепсе. ‘There is also an upper corridor 
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of equal widtb, and lighted from the top, which an be used for 
similar purposes. The estimated cost of the building is £200,000. 
It will be built under [ከቦ direction of a provisional committee, of 
which the Prince of Wales is the chairman ; and the management ої 
the hall will be vested іп a governing body under the authority of 
aroyal charter. The site of tle hall has been granted by the 
Commissioners for the Exhibition of 1851, and it forms a portion 
of the estate purchased with the surplus funds of the Great Exhi- 
bition. The funds for the erection of the hall have been obtained 
by the sale of the boxes, the freehold of those on tha first tier 
being £1.000, and those on the second £500 each. The hall will 
accommodate 6 000 persons, and of the seats provided 2,000 have 
been disposed of. The purpose to which the great building is to be 
applied is the holding of national and international congresses on 
subjeets connected with science ^nd art. The hall will also be 
employed occasionally for performances of choral and instrumental 
music, and great organ performances, similar to those now given in 
the large halls of Birmingbam, Liverpool, an! Leeds. 

For the performance of the ceremony of laying the foundation- 
stone an arca had been enclosed about 200 feet long by 200 feet 
wide. A magnificent throne of crimson velvet bad becn erected, 
and all portions of the ground on whieh her Majesty had to pass 
had been richly carpeted. In front of the throne was a second 
raised dais, on which stood the Ministers of State ага chief 
officials. Near the throne itself were his Royal IIghne:ss the 
Prince of Wales, the other members of the Royal family, the Arch- 
bishop of Cantezbury, and the Earl of Decby (who looked exceed- 
ingly well, considering his late illness). In the centre of the lower 
dais, which was also carpeted, was the space for the reception of 
the foundation-stone. The lower portion, in which the cavity is 
cut to receive the copy of the charter, the coins, &c., is of fine 
Portland stone, but the stone itsc!f is of beautifully poli-hed red 
granite, and has deeply engraved in it, faced with gold, the follow- 
ing inscription: “This stone vas laid by Her Most Сгцсіоџз 
Majesty Queen Victoria, May 20.h, 1867.” 

In front of the lower platform a large space had сеп reserved 
for the representatives of the city of Loudcn, and the members of 
the various corporations throughout the kingdom, who bad been 
invited to attend, and who wore thiir full dress robes and insignia 
of office. There was an immense company present, and the 
spectacle was very brilliant, marred in some degree, however, by 
the rain, which Legan to fall just before the conclusion of th 
ceremonv. 

Нег Majesty was received on the ground by the Prince of Wales 
(wboleft Paris last Sunday night), and the men bersof the l rovisional 
Committee, ai d conducted to the spot where the stone was to be 
laid. The National Anthem was then sung, and the Prince of 
Wales, after a short address, handed to her Majesty the report ої 
the Provisional Commitice recording the undertaking, and the 
measures taken to carry it into effect. The coins and inscriptions 
were then handed to the Queen by Lord Derby, Earl Granville 
handing to her Majesty the glass vessel in жШісі they were to be 
enclosed. The Queen received the trowel from Mr. Lucas, the 
builder, and, Lieut.-Cclonel Sc tt having handed to her Majesty 
the line and plummet, the stone was duly laid, amid a flourish of 
trumpets and the firing of a Royal salute. A prayer was said by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, the **Invocazione all’ Armonia? 
by Prince Albert was sung, aud the ceremonial was conclu ed with 
the National Anthem.

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GRAND ENTERTAINMENT AT THE ENGLISH 
EMBASSY AT PARIS. 

Tux correspondent of the Telegraph gives the following descrip- 
tion of the reception given by Lord Cowley on Friday week list :— 
“Any person passing along the Faubourg St. Honore at nine 
o'clock would have seen that some great event was on the cards. 
The gate of a great hotel wide open, and guarded jealously hy that 
inevitable picket of police—a court illuminated by great glittering 
қаз stars—an expectant crowd, which could by no possible com- 
bination see anything but a carriage at a distance, or hear anything 
except that exasperating ‘Eh! lù bas!’ of the Paris drivers. 
The stream of carriages began to flow at nine, and went 
went on till twelve, which was about high tide. The 
Ambassador and  Ambassadress of England received! The 
British Embassy is, perhaps, the finest—it certainly is the prettiest 
—hotel in Paris, and has the great advantage of opening опа 
garden. This night, passing through the hall and the first salon, 
you looked in vain for the familiar corridor leading to the garden. 
Tt had disappeased with the garden itself, and in their place was 
Fairyland. At the end a trellis, covered with ivy and creepers of 
every kind; tm the centre, a bed of flowers aud a glittering foun- 
tain; on eitber side galleries lined with flowers; and above, a 
splendid light, without which no ball is possible ; add to thisa group 
of the best-looking and best-dressed people in Paris, and you may 
have a faint idea of the beauty of a scene which astonished the 
eyescf those who have ben Lallgoing ever since they could 
“тап alone.’ Presently there is a movement, aud an evident in- 
terest. ‘The Princes are come, and the Prince of Wales, with 
the Dake of Edinburgh, passes through a salon which, ‘ill the 
t great arrival’ of the evening occyrred, might have been termed 
the depot of Royalty. Abou: eleven enother excitement, and the 
crowd gathers ronnd th» doors which Зоок on Fairyland and the 
pleasant paths which surround it. Music is heard, and presently 
the Empress, with the Prince of Wales, the Emperor, with tbe 
English Ambassadress, the Duke of Edinburgb, end a long line of 
noble guests, are welcomed by the Ambassador of England. Then 
tbe deor was open, the detenu were releashd, and the festive halls 
absolutely flooded with royalty. Тһе ball, opened by the Prince 
of Wales, rhen began, end from that moment became like any 
other very splendid e:tertainment magnificently given, with, too, 

the great advantsges of a splendid Weal, а отпей wiih exquisite 
taste. On спе side of Fairyland was а ball-room, in which Wa'd- 
tiol kept рівутам his wontlerful dance music: on the other the 
supper gallery. The Ambsssador, Lady Cowley, Lord Dangan, 
Lord Royston, and әй the Embassy kept perpetaally going to and 
fro, seeking what they could do for the guests. There were re- 
freshments to be had without crowd or tronble, and if any Jady o 
gentleman thinks that Paris society does not like American drinks" 
that lady orggentleman із very much deceived. At one time, I 
think, there was tha prettiest picture—a Winterhalter dt should 
have peen—whicl I have ever seen in а baflomoom. At [ከ end, 
before a glass, and in a bower of flowers, sat the Empress, 
surrounded by her ladies in waiting, and some of the best spe- 
cimens of London and Paris beanties. On ber right hzud stood 
the Emperor, with most of the Royal visitors to bis city; on 
her left a gazing crowd; while the whole ball-room. was fl «hing 
with those gaudy co-tumes that are the ordinary toflets of to-day, 
the wearers of which were whirling round to the lovely “ Faust ” 
waltz, with а vocal accompaniment. It was a scene wherein 


Paris bad gathered together ‘her beauty and her chivalry, 
and bright the ‘amps shone o'er fiir women and brave m'n. 
Two thousand hearts beat happily. 1 shall not attempt to teil 
vou who made up that two thousand, The Emperor, Empress, 
Princess Mathilde, Prine» Napoleon, the King and Queen of 
Belgium, the Queen of Portugal, Prince Oscar of Sweden, а 
Russian Princess, a German Grand Duchess, the Dae and Duchcsse 
de Mouchy, the Austrian Ambessad г, Prinecss Meternich, and, 
all the other ambassador, M. de Refusky Ker akow, the Duke 
and Duchess of Manchester, were а few of the personages 
that met the еме. Then there was a long list of distingu shel 
foreigners and ‘commi-sioners’ enough to bave setiled а 
‘Windham ca-e’ right off. ‘Anl the supper?" yeu ask. 
Excuse me, but you ате so waterial! Well, if you must know, it left 
nothing to be desired, as indeed some of the ; uests seemed to 
think. 1 saw опе old lady who not only had ‘some of all,’ but, 
omitting to leave the table, dropped іп for a second supper. 
She went over the ground again very fast, but did not seem at 
all ‘distressed’ atthe finish. The arrangement was admirable: 
in the centre was a table for royalty and diplomacy, and the rest of 
the room was filled up with little tables for eight or ten people. A 
good deal of excitement was occasioned by the Prince of Wa!es's 
two prize London footmen, who wore the Royal scarlet livery and 
waited at his table. Тһе gencral impression, I think, was that they 
were two good-natured crowned heads who ceclined supping (think- 
ing it was enwholesome), and who gallantly now and again пап од 
something to a lady.

THE PARIS ЕХПІВІТІОХ. 

Daring the last ten days, a very marked change has taken place 
in the appearance of the Exhibition, Inside, it may be, at last, 
said to be fairly complete!. Outside, the change is even greater. 
There are still a few of the buildings to which the finishin touches 
have to be put, but these are the exceptions. The walks, which а 
fortnight since were merely sandy lines, have now been consolidated 
and trampled down by theenormous number of visitors, who, during 
the week of tine weather with lovely evenings, wandered over them. 
In the French Horticultural Garden, especially, the change is very 
striking, and it is now really worth visiting. Entering at the го 
nearest to the Porte Rapp, we have before us the entire length oi 
the garden. The сет (гаі part is sunk, and along it winds 8 small 
artiticial stream, a canal, sometimes not more than ten feet wide, 
but ia places widening out to ten times that width. — The banks, 
which віоре gradually down to this stream, are now covered with a 
bright green grass, which has sprung up wonderfuliy under the 
influence of the hot sun and occasional showers. Хо one would 
imagine that three weeks back there was not a Мае «Г grass above 
the surface, Here and there are simal! clumps of snrubs, gen-rally 
of rare kinds. Several pretty brid, es cross the stream, and upon 
the rising ground ате innumerable conservatories and ho'-hou-es. 
There are two very large rockeries, which, with the artificial water- 
falls, which fall from their summitsinto ponds below, add much to 
the general picturesque appearance of the різсо In addition to 
the conservatories, are numerous little pavilions, with gaudily- 
painted coverings and open sides, and everywhere by th= walks 
аге parterres of bright flowers. 15 must not be supposed that the 
commission of the Palace his gone to the expense of erecting all 
these conservatories and pavilions, and of stucking them and the 
parterres around, Very far from it. Tho general arrangement. of 
the ground is, of course, theirs. The great pslm-house, and 
perhaps a few of the others, are erected by them; but they have 
pursued the same policy here to which they have been fait!:ful from 
the first—viz., to do es little as possible, to let other people spend 
their money, and to reap the profits. Each ርየ these patches o! 
flowers, these pavilions, and these conservatories, are erected and 
filed either by florists, from all parts of France, or by the папи- 
foctarers of garden houses. The very railing which separates it 
‘rom the rest of the grounds, is put up as an advertisem nt by 
various makers. However, there can be no doubt that the result is 
very pretty, and far more satisfactory than the confused medley of 
buildings which are strewn broadcast on the rest of the ground. 
Here, at least, one head had the gencril superintendence; and, 
althoogh the result is оп an extremely small scale as compared with 
Kew and Повһегу Пе, without anything Jike the floral excellence of 
the one, or the picturesque beauty of the other, it is yet a very 
little three-acre garden, On the left, аз we enter, із a long shed 
containing vegetables, fruit, aud cut flowers. Among the vegeta- 
bles the most remarkable are several baskets of enormous asparagus, 
the finest of which is shown by Sherault, who also exbibits the 
plant growin;, of one, two, three, and four years old. Owing, 
probably, to the climate, or to the manner of cultivation, the as; a- 
ragus ordinarily displayed in French shop windows and eaten at 
French restaurants—pntting aside altegeti.er the show specimens of 
them exhibited—are beyond all comparison larger than those 
grown in England. In most vegetables we are ahead of any 
foreign nation, it is certainly singular thet în this respect we shuld 
be so very far behind them. Ordinary asparagus, as we see it in 
the shop windows, averages half an inch, at the very least, in 
diameter, and many of the heads are considerably thicker than 
this. After the asparayus comes a variety of vegetables, Capsi- 
cuins and potatoes trom Algeria, peas, Trench beans, ciul flowers, 
and я variety of other fresh vege ables from the southern cowst ቁ! 
Franee; from whence, also, cane sirawberries and cherries. The 
display cf hothouse grapes was very poor, There were sume good 
specimens of cut p-onies, of «Шегені colors, There мого two 
jars exhibited, containing truffles artificially grown. Should this 
culture, во long supposed impracticable, succeed, there will be some 
hope of obtaining trufes at a moderate price. Some of our readers 
may not be aware that truffles grow underneath the surface of the 
Ground, and are only found by dogs who are trained for tho pur- 
pore, and whore power of scent leads them to the spot beneath 
which the truffles grow. ‘Then they begin to scratch, and their 
master them digs these strange vegetables цр. It is then no wonder 
that truffles are го expensive. Innomerabie efforts have been made 
to cultivate them, bat hitberto without svfficient success to en- 
eu е attempts upon а large scale. 11 is to be hoped that the 
present effort may фе киссеніш. Beyond the vejetable shed arc 
many smali consercetortes, in which varions florists show flowers 
and plants, The French papers speak in terms of the ከ ;thest 
eulogium of the floral display, alihough it is very far below the 
par of a small local horticultural exhivition in England. There is 
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one fine show of calceo'arias, but the geraniums by the same flori-t 
are во bad, that it is a question whether ап English gentleman's 
gardener would consider them worth plantiog out. In plants they 
succeed better than in flowers, and in palis, ат! other exotic 
plants, there will be a gool show. By far the bwt collection із 
exhibited by the Duke of Ауез, who has some really remarkably 
good exotic plants, most of them in blossom. Ile bas deservedly 
obtained the first prize in this cliss, ani his show would be con- 
sidered of very great merit even іп England. Таз rhododendrons 
in the open are moderately jood, but have suffered by the be ivy 
rains of the last two days. The uzaleas are exbibited in the great 
palm-house, which is not yet Бед'ед, and bere Messrs. V itch, the 
well-known Londen florists, tuke the first prize, the rer 
bing nowhere. Ind-ed, it would take tive or ¿ix of the 
best French plants to make the smallest of the tw enty 
or thirty superb az«leas exhibited by Mess:s. Veitch, | There are 
several shows of moderately good standard гоз 8. ‘Tue palm-bouse is 
a large and lofty building. and, standing вз it does upon an artiticial 
eminence, it has an imposing cffect. There аге a range of stalls 
below il, where are exhibited the various implements uscd in 
gardening. They are of all sorts and de: cripiions—kuives, pruning 
havks, scythes, portable pumps (sone of which, by the way, are 
excellent, aud work very easily and sinvothly), mastic for grating, 
and fluid for mixing with water, for the purpose of destroying in- 
sects. There are also pretty fl werpota, table fountains, glass Cares 
lor growing plants in windows. Then the garden ceats and orna- 
mcntis, some very pretty and cheap; aud there are models of Leating 
apparatuses for forcing or exotic houses. In the gardens are seve- 
ral very preity flower fountains ef coloured metal, and во true 10 
nature that, were it not for ihe tiny jets of water from their centres, 
they would be tazen forical flowers. Wi ከ great good teste ater 
plants bave been generally chosen for the pu розги: пез, and 
blue flags and water Ші в. These last, as they liy on the surface 
ot the water, are particularly natural aud preity. 1ከ: 0 sre seve- 
ral summer-houses, вхо constricted uf inea! cit and coloured 15 
resemble wood, and with climbing plants, suca as €ouvolvulus, 
passion flowers, und nastertiums, in metal, errepiug over them. 
Pretty and natural ав the effect. of these are, they are hardly so 
suitable for the purpose, for summer-houses can ouly be used at 
times when they could be covered with real flowers, and, however 
goud the work, art cannot compete with nature. “ue rockeries аге 
placed—one o1 cach sive of the great palm-house. Тису are very 
large, perhaps some fifty yerds long, by twenty wide, aid are raised 
about tweulystive fees above the general level. ‘They have all the 
аре rauce of beng natural, and аге covered wich prtuts and 
herbage, with wales eut to the top. On oue side, however, they 
g9 sheer down to a piece of water, and here ап artilicial cascade 
falls fiom their sumumiis. Betind this, and extending under the 
whole шоци], are caves, which are hung with stalactites, 
which aroe so паца that they would deceive tho clusest 
observer, Тіреу are curious but not beautilul, for no 8 tempt 
bas bwn made to imitate the lovely siniuctites of Acci berg 
or other deep grottces, which are clear and ር yetalline, reflecting 
back the light with a thousand colours. ‘The stalaciites here 
are mere muddy, dirty-coloured masses, similar to those found 
in most caves іл limestone formations, and are evidently formed in 
the same way, by letting water slowly fier гед: lime. These 
caves can be cntered, and jn thea are aquariums, which, being 
illuminated by light from behind, are very favourable for tbe ex- 
amination of the finny inhabitants. There are at present but a 
very small number ot fish, and most of them lovk as if they would 
not loug survive the change of quarters. ‘There is an exhibition of 
this kind on the Boulevards beyond ШІ comparison better. than 
anything of the sort before seen, 11 is exactly upon the same 
plan аз the aquariums in the Exbibition—a long cavern, in a very 
large glass case, in the sides of which the varicus fish have their 
homes. ‘These cases аге thronged with fish in poffe t heats aud 
activity. Some of them contain the inhabitants of rivers and Likes, 
some those of the ocean. Great eels glide in and out cf the rocks. 
Ferocious looking jack swim heavily aout, and Jook out at you 
with their wieked-looking lite eyes, and show their formidable 
teeth in those ugly triangular mosha of theirs. Perch апі dace, 
roach and cirp, and ዜ dozen others, move bither and thither in 
search of their food, with their bright scales flashing in the light. 
Lobsters and crabs, and cray fisù climb about, or lurk in the 
recesses of the rocks like cruci water ogres, аз they are, Бшілрз 
and prawns are every where, sometimes floating q dely, with only 
their tiny legs moving to keep them steady, and then with a sudden 
jerk are gone quicker than the eye can follow then. Bright 
anemonies of every size and colour cover the rocks: evil looking 
cuttie fish, with their long arms, inflate and empty their misshapen 
bodies, and keep up a perpetual writhing, ርየክ.1 motion, аз they 
devour some shrimp, or other litile fish they have scized. Some 
of those stronge little creatures, with horses’ head aud mermaids’ 
tails, paddle their way abou: from rock to rock. Altogether it із 
a wonderful collection. 

The back grouud of the caves is rock work, and they are 
illuminated by gas placed above, so that as the cave is otherwise in 
darkness, опо really bas nearly simular views of tbings to that 
which one would have if walking on the bottom of the sea.

It is rumoured that the object of the recent depu- 
tations from several towns іп Kent to tbe South-Eastern and London 
and Chatham Railway Companies, to cease running excursions on 
Sundays, is likely to be successful. 


Another Orphan Home is about to be founded in 
South London. Beginning work modestly and quietly, Miss 
Charlotte Sharman, of 22, West-square, Southwark, his taken a 
house, which is now being fitted up for the reception of orphan 
children. Its occupation will be inaugurated іп a few weeks. 


The charming selection at South Kensington has 
failed up to the present time, strange to say, in attracting public 
attention. The total number of visitors last week was 1,782, and 
on more than one occasion we have found the ralleries with fewer 
visitors іп them than there are attendants. This is very much to 
be regretted says the Builder. 


Тһе death is announced of a gentleman who bore a 
great name amonzst tbe literary circles of the last generation. 
Long before " Mudie" was born, or the London Library Company 
thought of, Mr. Поокһат supplied the reading public with all the 
newest works in every department of literature, оп the prineiple of 
cirenlation, which has, since his business days, во rapidly grown 
amongst us. “Тһе Library" in Old Bond-street was the habitual 
resort of the litterateurs of the day, and at all times they met with 
a courteous reception from its proprietor, Mr. lloozham bad 
attaiped bis 8154 year. 

It is stated, with what truth we know not, that there 
is a great demand for working tailors both in the provinces aud on 
the Continent, and that large batches of the men on strike have 
been despatched to Paris, Amiens, Boulogne, Brussels, Antwerp, 
Birmingham, Liverpool, Manchester, Brighton, Leamington, Leeds, 
Oxford, Norwich, and other places. Strict orders are given to these 
men to cease work the moment they have reason to suspect that 
their employer is executing work for any London firm under the 
ban of the union. Meantime the unionists watch closely the Lon- 
den shops, and the masters who have work to send out are obliged 
to smuggle it through the pickets by whom their premises are sur- 
rounded as best they can. 

A case, illustrative of one of the many evils of the 
licensing system, was brought on Saturday before the police magis- 
trate at Bow-street. George Edeard Gurney, formerly a constable 
of the R division, and now keeper of “ Тһе Earl of Cardigan” 
beersbop, Marlborough-road, Chelsea, was charged with endeavouring 
to corrupt Mr. Robert Tubbs, chairman of the Kensington bench of 
magistrates, by sending him the sum of £10. 11 appeared that in 
former years Gurney had repeatedly applied to the Kensington 
bench for a licence to sell wine and spirits, and had been repeatedly 
refused ; that he again applied this year, and that on ;the 11th of 
Mareb, about ei, ht days before his application was to be heard. he 
left at Mr. Tubbs’s house a letter, containing four £10 notes, asking 
the magistrate “to be his friend on the coming licensing day." 
Not getting his licence, Gurney, on the 8th of April, wrote a second 
letter to Mr. Tybbs, with the тізу of getting his four £10 notes 
back again; whereupon the virtuous magistrate had him appre- 
hended, and Lrougbt up to Bow-street, on a charge of attempting 
the virtue of the bench. Gurney freely admitted baving written 
the letters and sent the money, and did not seem to think that he 
had done anything wrong. The case has been adjourned for further 
inquiry. 

At the last meeting of the Bethnal-green board of 
gua-dians, a complaint was read from a pauper named Panmuir, 
that he was not allowed to go out of the house by the guardians, as 
other paupers were. Dr. Markham, the medical poor-Jaw inspector, 
happening to be present, is reported to bave asked what was the 
matter with the man. The chairman replied, that *he was 
afflicted with the malignus scribendus" (laughter). Dr. Markham: 
With what ?—The Chairman: The malignus scribendus ; and he is 
under the care of the medical officer (renewed laughter) Dr. 
Morkham: Oh, I understand (repeated laughter). He had been 
writing to tbe Poor-law Board, and making complaints of b-ing 
robbed of his liberty. This is the malignus scribendus—a malady 
much dreaded and punished by guardians, and one of the most 
terriule with which a pauper can be afflicted. It is, apparently, an 
undescribed form of the "'cacoe/hes"—a malady not unknown in 
other classes of eociety and, it must be confessed, one apt 
to render the sufferers objects of terror to their friends, and 
which causes them to be shunned by the community at large 
They are especially dreaded and tabooed by officitl persons, whom 
they sometimes worry into extreme irritability, and sometimes 
greatly alarm, by the unseasonable display of their unpleasant 
disease. But probably it is only in а poorrbouse that the extreme 
measure of continued incarceration is considered a necessary and 
fitting treatment. 


A Vinpicatiox.—Ia refuting the infamous slander recently 
brought against him, Dr. Sanders was put to considerable expense. 
Oar readers will no doubt recollect the circumstances of the case, 
which occurred in the neighbourhood cf Chigwell, and in which 
a married woman, whose antecedents would not bear the slijhtest 
investigation, charged Dr. Sanders with an assault, her hu-band 
being in the house at the time. The neighbours, friends, and 
patients of Dr. Sanders have subscribed a sum more than sufficient 
to liquidate his expenses ; the clergy, magistrates, and the most 
respectable inhabitants in the vicinity, prompily adding their 
names to the list; and on Monday last, іп the presence of au 
influential gathering, a purse containing £120 was presented to 
him. In addition, the testimony rebutting the charge, with 
conleused details of the case, engrossed on vellum, with tne 
signatures of his friends attached, was given into Dr. Sander's 
possession, in order that he might be enabled to produce, if at any 
time it should be expedient or necessary to do jso, a conclusive 
proof of his innocence, and of the high regard entertained towerds 
him by the whole of those who had become conversant with the 
history and detas of the iniquitous accusation made against him 
and their disbelief of his capatilty to act in ihe way impute 
to him.— The Lancet.

А geographieal soc'ety is at present in course of 
formation in Italy. In the first list of subscribers appear MM 
Pasini, de Vecchi, de La Marmora, Gino Capponi, Jacini, Sis- 
mondi, Casati, Miughetti, Arrivabene, Matteucci, and Negri. 


'The gift of the Queen of Spain for the new Roman 
Catholie cathedral, replacing the edifice destroyed by fire two years 
ago, has arrived аб Sydney. It is а magnificent altar service of 
solid gold, lavishly enriched with jewels, and the workmanship is 
said to have been far more costly than the precious materials. 


The French Academy has appointed a committee of 
five meinbers charged with superintending а new cdition of the 
“ Historical Dictionary of the French Language,” in common use 
—namely, MM. Sainte-Beuve, Vitet, Albert de Broglie, Prevost- 
Paradol, and Cuvilier-Fleury. 

A political demonstration occurred on Sunday in 
Dublin, at the funeral of a supposed Fenian named Stowell, who 
died after leaving Naas gaol. A procession of 500 men passed 
through the streets, bearing shoulder-high the cofia, which was 
covered with green and laurel boughs. Some carriages followed.

Candia. ihree times dil Бе 
atack the insu-gents at Sphakia, and three times was he driven 
back, If Constantinople admits Turkish d teat, little doubt need 
be entertained that Omar Pasha is in a bad way. 

The Turkish Government is said to have prepared 
for various reforms. Ose of them із to be a reorganisation of the 
financ'al system. That is an ominous announcement. It means 
most likely a foreign loan, if any foreigner can be found foolish 
enough to lend Turkey any more money. 

The Hungarian journals announce that the Emperor 
of Austria, during bis late stay in Pesth, renounced the traditional 
usage according to which the organist of the Imperial Cbapel at 
Vienna would bave to select the pieces of music to be executed at 
the coronation cf the King of Hungary, and that the Abb» Listz’s 
coronation mass will be executed at the approaching solemnity. 


M Daniel Levy, director of the satirical journal 
La Lune, has just been brought before the Correctionsl Tribunal, 
Paris, to answer a charge of having published a caricature of 
M. Louis Veuillot, without haviug previously obtained the authori- 
z:tion of the Minister of the Interior. Def-ndant was condemued 
to one month's imprisonment, 100f. fine, and costs. 

Тіе King of Italy received a deputation on Friday 
week, charged with congratulating him on the marriage of Prince 
Amadeus, and with expressing their gratitude at the renunciation 
of four millions of the Royal civil list. The King, in replying, 
spoke with pleasure of recent events, but seems to һауе taken 
rather a gloomy view ef the future. 


The Emperor is to be présent at the ball at the 
English Embassy at Paris, out of compliment to the distinguished 
host and hostess, who will probably not give another grand /፥(። 
here. It is very rarely that the Emperor appears at a private bail. 
Apropes of balls, the British Charitable Fund Ball is to take place 
at the Grand Hotel on the 11th of June. 


The Westminster Gazette, reporting the death of 
Маше. Persiani, which has just taken place at the age of forty-nine, 
says:—* Notwithstanding her misfortunes, Мате. Persiani led a 
peaceful, happy, and contented life in the midst of her family, giving 
up to works of charity and benevolence (in connection with the 
Catholic Charch, of which she was a faithful member) all the time 
she could spare from her duties to her own attached domestic circle.” 


The Abeille Medicale mentions a case of a young 
woman who had taken a large dose of laudinum, which had been 
been removed by au emetic, saved from the alarming effects of the 
after symptoms by Ше administration of doses of tincture of bella- 
Чоппа, or deadly nightshade. Sle revived immediatcly after the 
administration of each dose, but gradually relapsed until tho next 
dose was given. A complete recovery was the uliimate result. 


The largest topaz known was on Wednesday 
deposited at tue Bank of France.

The 
attar із bought up for foreign markets, to which it passes through 
Constantinople and Smyrna, where it is generally dispatched to 
undergo the process of adulteration with Sindal wood and other 
oils. It is said that in London the Adrianople attar finds a readier 
sale when it is adulterated than when it is genuine. 


Both the Emperor of the French and the King of 
Prussia have signed the treaty agreed upon at the London Con- 
ference. "Thus there seems no probability of any hitch occurring in 
the conclusion of peace. In France, however, there is a good deal 
of uneasiness аз to the army. The Emperor, it is believe}, would 
willingly agree to Lord Stanley's suggestion of a disarmament, but 
there are influential parties in the state whose members are directly 
opposed to this. The difficulty is not lessened by the committee 
on the oganisation of the army. That committee i: said to be op- 
posed to all the Government propositions as to the army.

Іт is a moot point whether the abolition of the Derby-day 
would not bring about a revolution in England. These * Isthmian 
games," as they were designated by,the late Lord Palmerston, 
are so deeply engrafted in the hearts of the innately sporting 
English people, that we are sure that any attempts to interfere 
with them would be met with a burst of indignation second only 
to that which fell on the Puritans when they cut down the May- 
poles, and on the Government of the Prince Regent when they 
cut off the sailors' pigtaila То be sure, Cromwell did succeed in 
putting down the May-games, Robin Hood, Maid Marian, Friar 
Tuck, and all, though the spleen of the outraged public vented 
itself in after years in the indignant protest of the chimney- 
sweepers’ jack-in-the-green; aud it із true that in more modern 
times our gallant tars were bereft of their caudal ap, endages, 
whether they liked is or not; but the peop'e never forgave Oliver 
for his interference with their sports, and a bard of the Regency 
implored a blessing on tbe sailors' pigtails, though they were 
now cut off. We think, however, that the Derby-day is safe. 

So long as Peers’ own race-horses run them—and occasionaly 
scratch them—so long as Parliament solemnly recognizes the | 
importance of our *'national holiday" by adjourning from the 
Tuesday to the Thursday of the Epsom Race week, so long will 

the Grand Stand remain a valuable property, the drivers of fours- 
in-hand yet display their skill as ‘‘ whips,” and the sellers of | 
б e'rect cards” fear no reduction in bankruptcy. 

What a wonderous melee, what a Bab:l of sights and sounds, із | 
Epsom Race-course on the Derby-day ! what a perplexing notion it | 
must impress on the “intelligent foreigner " of the temperament of 
the English people, to universally reported, that they well-nigh 
believe in the imputation themselves, to be imperturbably stolid and 
phlegmatic! Imperturbability! stolidity! phlegm! Was there 
ever a more exciting jovial scene of revelry than that which takes 
place, after the race, on the “hill” and the ** course," and all over 
the Downs? Dil ever Roman or Milanese carnival, Russian 
“ Butterweek," American “ fourth of July day," Florentine cacchino, 
Madridese Bull-fight, Constantinopolitan Bairam, Chinese Feast of 
Lanterns, equal the scene when the champagne corks begin to pop, 
and the delightful but dangerous liquid to flow; wh п the claws of 
lobsters are cast madly about, and postboys, lunching too copiously 
on their somewhat uncomfortable seats on the axle-boxe: of the 
wheels—why will they always sit on these axle-boxes ?—forget, 
too early in the afternoon, which is their right horse ard which 
their left, which the pole and which the rumble of the carriage, 
when those who have won on the favourite or the field, as the сазе 
may be, make exuberantly merry, and treat everybody to anything ; 
and those who have lost—and oft-times heavily—on the same fa- 
vourite, or the before-mentioned field, likewise make merry, but to 
console themselves, in а dark and savage manner, and if they dis- 
tributed any largesse among the surrounding Bolemians, would 
probably prefer the humorous, though slightly cruel, practical joke, 
of scrambling red-hot halfpence among the boys. The Derby-day 
may even be compared to the Saturnalia of Ancient Rome; for at 
Epsom, for one day in the year, at least, the rich and the poor, the 
nobs and the snobs, the patricians and the plebians, are on an 
equality. My Lord Duke in the grand-stand has not a much better 
chance of seeing the race than the ragged little costermonger’s lad 
who lies down at the ropes; the dustman may back favourite or 
tield if he so choose, and if he be solvent enougli to be a member of 
the “ ring," the Duke will take his bet cheerfully. 

The scene on the * hill," isalways a sight worth noting, for you 
might travel many a hundred miles before seeing such another. 
All Bohemia seems to have emptied its floating population upon 
this portion of Epsom Downs. ‘There they are—ragged, tawdry, 
noisy, good-humoured, picturesque, slightly unprincipled, not t» 
say generally rascally. Mountebanks with monkeys, and dancers 
on stilts; Punch-and-Judy men, with рапрірез complete; са. 1- 
sharps, Ethiopian serenaders, troubadours, dark gipsey fortune- 
tellers, ard proprietors of stick-fliuging establishments; groom , 
porters, pustillions, cab-drivers, stable-boys, racing touts, beggars, 
costermongers, greengrocers, tramps, sporting publicans, news- 
paper reporters, policemen and pickpockets (the former in annoying 
proximity to the latter) are all mixed up with the lords and 
ladies, the guardsmen aud the dandies, the great betting men, and 
the young ladies with long ringlets; and, as accessories to the 
motley tableau, we have a heterogenous salmagundi of lobster 
salad, champagne, pale ale, betting-books, Fortnum and Mason's 
hampers, race-cards, opera-glasse: cold lamb, crinoline, pigeon- 
pies, smelling-bottles, thin gauze veils, whistles, penny-trump ts, 
jacks-in-the-box, white kid gloves soda-water-bottles, white top- 
coats, rouge, dust, britzkas, barouches, brown-stout, and beer. It 
is lucky for our sanity as a nation that the Derby-day comes but 
once a year, and that we are much milder at Ascot and Goodwoud. 
These successive Derby-days would surely necessitate the establish- 
ment of a succursal to Hanwell or Colney [latch at the back of 
the Grand Stand. 

But there are other aspects of the Derby surroundings that claim ош 
notice. True pictures of English landscape form a perfect gallery 
within the circle which incloses Dorking, Leatherhead, Brockham, 
Woodcote, Ashstead, and Nonsuch ; and the pictures at this season 
are all freshly touched, restored, revivitied by the cunning hand of 
nature. There is greener green and there is bluer blue, not to speak 
of a multitude of flaring yellows and reds, in lands that lie closer 
to the sun, in seas like dazzling skies; nor cau an Englishman who 
has once beheld the play of southern light on and through the 
curved leaf of the plantain flatter himself with the pleasant belief 
that the brightest spring verdure of his native country can com- 
pare with the pure emerald tints that help to gem the torrid zone. 
But, unless there were something specially loveable in the character 
ot English scenery, what should induce the Saxon settler in regions 
of eternal summer to plant English gardens with roses and jasmine, 
and to turn with delight from the strange fierce beauty of the den 
tropical vegetation to those northern-looking logwood hedges thi: 
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remind him of the hawthorn in the country lanes of peaceful Eng- 
land? Beauty for beauty, the purple bloom on the mango-tree 
will beat the white cone-shaped blossoms of tbe horse chesnut ; but 
there is such а thing, perhaps, as a reasonable preference of the 
second to the first, just as there may be a love of domestic before 
palatial architecture. 

Under the influence of such reflections, who would choose to de- 
scend to chronicle the state of the betting on the course, or recapi- 
tulate the slangy gossip of the knowing ones? Yet there are such ; |

“Tr hath been said by them of old time” that “the devil can 
quote Scripture for his purpose у" and the Bible is certainly the 
most quotable book іп the world. Ia this respect іс surpasses even 
the works of William Shakspere; and Shaksyere is, in this respect, 
a marvel. We remember once hearing a celebrated Shaksperian 
student affirm that it was his belicf that it was impossible to select 
any subject which might not be pertinently illustrated by words 
taken from the plays of the great dramatist. Someboly present 
said scornfully, ** Pooh! what is there іп Shakspere to describe the 
f elings of a man at work on the treadmill?’ “ What?” was the 
ready reply; ‘ how could his feelings be more exquisitely or more 
powerfully expressed than in the words “Down, down, thou 
climbing sorrow?" So, in the selection of texts, the minister of the 
gospel may be never во pertinent. Who has not heard of the two 
preachers, named respectively Adam and Lord, who discoursing on 
an occasion in conjunction, played with each otber, the latter taking 
for his text the words * Adam, where art thou?" and the former 
retorting with “Lord, here am L" Who has not heard of the 
young student at Ncrthampton, who resolved to rebuke the harsh 
stare of his principal, Dr. Philip Dodderidge, during the college 
exercise by taking for his text, which he constantly repeated with 
a Satirical glance across the table, * Пауе been so long time 
with thee, and hast thou not known me, Philip?” Equally familiar 
is the incident in Robert Hall's college career, in which a neigh- 
bouring publican, having made a tremendous noise about a swing- 
sign taken from before his house, the young orator discoursed from 
the words, " А wicked and a foolish generation seeketh after a sign, 
and no sign shali be given them.” It is recorded of the late Rev. 
William Thorpe, of Bristol (who was an awful plagiarist, by the 
way), that, having been compelled on some special occasion to g-t 
into the pulpit by means of a ladder (he was too fat to get through 
the door), he took for his text, *' He that entereth not ia by the 
door but climbeth up some other way, the same isa thief and a 
robber.” Perhaps one of the most apposite texts ever chosen was 
that adopted by Dean Stanley, when һе discursed (ә the savans of 
the Archwo'ogical Inutiiute, at Westminster Abbey, from the 
words, ** Whence came these stones, and what meancth the 
building?”

Hotes on Current Topics,

Tue chief interest of the proceedings in Parliament during the 
week attached to the decision of the Government in regard to the 
pr. posed abolition of the compound householder. The gist of Mr. 
Disraeli’s statement on Monday was thet the Government, having 
carefully considered the matter, are of opinion that the object of the 
amendment—the abolition of the componnders—can be accom- 
plished by clauses in the Reform Bill, and if it can be done it shall 
be done. Difficulties have arisen because the necessary information 
is not immedeately at hand, but inquiries are being made, and he 
hoped the bill would be sent without delay up to the Lords. Тһе 
various amendments the borough franchise were withdrawn, and 
the clause passed, but not without a protest from Mr. Lowe, both 
against the change and the manner in which it had been brought 
about. From the Conservatives, Mr. Lowe said he expe (ей 
more discernment, self-respect, and superiority to wretched 
party considerations. — A bill that gives not only household 
suffrage but lodger suffrage—that із, a franchise which will 
give a vote to anybody wholikesto have one, provided he is not a 
householder—is simply à revolution, a transfer of power from the 
top to the bottom of society Power is being placed in the hands 
of people of whose politics we know nothing, for the best of all pos- 
sible reasons—becau:e they do not know what their politics are 
themselves. 

To this Mr. Henley answered in his plain, but blunt way, that 
it is not a Conservative policy to let the pot boil over—it is better 
to be wise in time Sir R. Knightley, Mr. Hubbard, and Mr. 
Beresford Hope deplorcd the degradation of the suffrage effected by 
a Conserva ive Government. 

Mr. Mill's argument in favour of giving votes to women was 
listened to with interest and curiosity. Ile based the claim on 
justice, as well as expediency. The enfranchisement of women is 
a logical consequence ef the constitutional maxim that taxation 
and representation go hand in hand, and of Mr. Gladstone's dictum 
that every one should have the franchise who is not unfit, or will 
not be dangerous to the public good. It is said that politics are 
not women’s business, but neither are they the business of any but 
very fes men; yet no man is held to discharge his professional or 
business duties the worse because he takes an interest іп electioncer- 
ing. The notion that the domestic occupations of women are 
incompatible with the keenest interest in national affairs, is аз 
futile аз the apprehension that artisans would desert worksho:s 
and factories if they were taught to read. Among the grievance. 
of womer, Mr, Mill noted the leniency of punishments for wife- 
beating, the want of high-class education for women, and the

A more 
jsubily-coaceivel, artfully-elaborated, and  powerfally-develope? 
| impersonation аа that of the Egyptian Quecn, by Miss Glyn, tbe 
modern stagas has not witnessed. Whoever goes to seo the per- 

formance, havisg read Shakespeare’s різу cd sutlicient care 
beforcuand, wiil be astonished at the cousummaie art evinced 
by the tragedienne ia her realisation of the роебз grcat creation, 
andl the manner in which she bas interpenetratcd, as it were, 
its very soul. After leaving the theatre he will fancy— at 
least аз far as Cleovatra is concerned—that he has been 
reading Shakespeare's Antony and Cleopatra over again. 
It із not easy to select parts of a performance for praise іп which 
the whole is so admirable and complete. If, however, we were 
called upon to point out what scenes iu Miss Glyn's Cleopatra were 
marked with greatest power and most strongiy-manifested genius, 
we should select the scene in the зес па act, ia which the messenger 
froin Rome brings tidings of Antony's mairivge with Octavia, the 
secne in the mouument where Antony dies, and the death scene by 
the application of the asp. These will bear comparison with the 
most splendid of mode:n tragic achievements, Іш the lighter scenes 
Miss Glyn is no less supreme, and her airs and graces before An- 
tony in the earlier portion of the play 8:6 litera'iy intoxicating. 
Such things must Бе seen, not described, and we lay down our pen 
from she: r impossibility to do them justice. We may, however, 
эйгш, in the belief of their ready comprehension, that. Miss Glyn 
looks the daughter of the Ptolemies to the lie, m imperial dignity, 
in scornful grace, aud con-cious beauty, and that her dresses аге 
superb and Oricntal enough to claim the sp: culative cousideration ot 
Madame Tussaud, were зп: about contemplating the enthrouement 
of Cleopatra in Baker-stieet. Of the remainiog characters we are 
not called upon to say much. Ме, Lorraine sastained the very ditti- 
cult part of Mare Antony with muc! force and judgment; and Mr, 


Charles Verner took evident pains with Domitius Enobarbus, though 
the character ranzes too wide for bis means, The scenery and ap- 
pointmeuis are splendid and complete. The finest scene, perhaps, 
isthe Є House of Lepidus at Rome, with the City in the Back- 
ground,” painted by Mr. T. Grieve.

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DREADFUL ACCIDENT AT THE NEW 
BLACKFRIARS BRIDGE. 

A very serious occurrence, which has resulted in the loss of one 
life, took place on the Sonthwark side of the new bridge now in 
course of construction at Blackfriars on Saturday, 

It appears that at about twenty minutes to ten o'clock in the 
forenoou а number of шеп, acting under the orders of. Mr. Dryant 
the engineer of the contractors for the construction of the bridge, 
were at work on the No. 3 pier from the Surrey side, lowering a 
large iron caisson, weighing about 30 tons, into tlie bed of the river, 
when it suddenly swerved out of its place and knocked two of the 
timber supports of the large platform aside, and а beam gave way 
and caused some boards to fall into the water, At the time four 
men were standing on the platform, and they were struck olf. Two 
of the men, in falling, were thrown against the ‘ron caisson, and 
they were seriously injured. ‘The two other men fell into the water, 
and while they were in it the two first men fell off the caisson 
alougside them. АП four were dreadfully bruised by a mass of 
floating timber in the river. Several men rushed to their assistance, 
und they were rescued. ‘Uhey were at once carried to Guy's Hospi- 
tal, where they were attended to by the house surgeon. 

A minute examination of the scene of the unfortunate occurrence 
by the engineer of the contractors shows thut at the time of the 
catastrophe there were three groups of пеп at work «n the top of 
the plattorm. Тһе platform stands at a distance of about thirty- 
tive fest from the water. It rests оп thi.teen large timber supports. 
"езе supports are placed at equal distances from each other, and 
they are let into the bed of theriver. Тһе eaisson to which the 
accident occurred was the sixth and last one of No. 8 pier. It was 
what is called а eutwater caisson, and it was about twenty feet in 
diameter. It was intended to have lowered it into the bed of the 
river for the purpose of allowing the men to work inside it while 
they were making the [9880491093 of one of the new piers for the 
bridge. It was raised on to a wooden stage аїопузіде the place 
where it was intended to lower it. It was then raise | from its tem- 
porary reating-place by means of craba and chains. When it had 
been lifted several feet it suddenly slipped, it is supposed owing to 
the breaking of the chain. The large caisson then knocked against 
two of the timber supports of the platform; and they were struck 
out of their place. А portion of the platform on which the four 
unfortunate men were standing then fell. No part of the p'atforin 
on which the other two batches of men were at work gave way. 

‘The men, when they were taken to the hospital, were all suffer- 
ing from effeets of shock to the system, caused by the fall into the 
water, Their names are:—Thomas Cole, aged 26, living at 29, 
Brunswiek-street, Blackfriars, arm broken and body bruised; 
‘Thomas Crowfield, aged 37, No. 14, John-street, Commercial-roat, 
leg broken and shock to system; George Brabazon, aged 35, 24, 
Carlton-eottages, Trinity-square, Borough, wound on head. The 
fourth man, named Brassey, was much more seriously injured, 
having been struck by the handle of the winch аз it revolved when 
the caisson fell. He died on Sunday morning.

THE GARDEN. 
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FLowkn GarpzxN.—Suceessions] sowings should be made of 
all Lardy anuuals that may be required to succeed. those sown in 
March; and tender kinds, such as acters, zinuias, бо, may now 
bs sawi in the open ground. This is a good tina to sow hardy 
and half-hardy perennials of all kinds, (о get strong plarts for 
winter, either to remain ont, or have the protection of a frame, or 
(о take up and pot for early blooming in the greenhouse. 
Lovers cf the Chinese primula shculd sow now for the 
next spring. Late planted roses should have plenty of 
water, and the surface mulched, and similar treatment given to 
hollyhocks and ehrysanthemums pul out last month. Carnations 
and picotees should be staked withcut delay, aud their shoots 
thinned. Part and plant polyanthuses and primroses that have 
done blooming, and give them а rich loam and а shady aspect. 
Where it is intended to have new gravel, it would be advisable to 
defer it till the beds are fille!, and the whole garden acquiring its 
full summer gaiety; a coating of fresh gravel then will add much 
to ita fresh and bright apdearance. Roll anl mow grasa turf 
frequently, to promote a fine close growth. Апу watering of plants 
in the open ground ehould be done in the morning now, as the 
nighis are often very eal,

THE CAMP АТ CHALONS. 
(Ву the Special Correspondent of the Standard.) 


Ir is about three-quarters of an hour bv rail to the little station 
where the camp is situated, and immediately upon leaving it I saw 
the camp before me. Тһе camp of Chalons is situated upon а plain | 
of a mile wide by from two and a-half to three miles long. It is | 
divided into two parts by a slight depression of the ground, which 
runs down its entire length a good deal to the left of what would | 
be the centre line, and dividing it therefore into two unequal parts, | 
the smaller of which is nearly covered with tente and storehouses. 
The larger has tents down one side only, leaving a large open plain

manent quartermaster's staff of the place. Тһе tents are mostly 
round, similar to our own, but flatter in comparison to their height.

The troops were 
massed before this, but very 
few could hear the voice of 
the officiating priests. Tha 
mass was just over as I 
arrived, and (һе troops 
marched back along the 
plain, and formed for a defile 
past General L'Admirault, 
the general in command, 
who, with the generals of 
division and a very large 
чай, took up his post a 
hundred yards ог so distant 
from the altar. Eaeh regi- 
mental band as it passed the 
xeneral, turned off from the 
line of march, drew up near 
the staff, and continued 
playing until the regiment 
had passed, when it fell into 
the rear, and the next band 
struck up. As nearly as I 
could calculate rather more 
than 80,000 men filed past, 
including six battaries of 
artillery and two regiments 
of Hussars. 

Тһе camp, when complete, 
will consist of four divisions, 
each containing about 10,000 
infantry, together with a 
proportion of artillery and 
cavalry. The infantry have 
all, or nearly all, arrived; the 
cavalry are still coming іп;

Que of the 
items was ** London Cream," which was s‘ated to be “ highly ap- 
preciated by ail who have tried it, being flavoured with finest juniper 
berries and other ingredients used by distillers То 100 gallons of 
gin, 17 or 22 U.P., and four gallons of London Cream. Use no 
sugar. 11 will allow of six or seven additional ga‘lons of liquor, and 
be superior to апу gin made іш the ordinary way. (The word 
“ liquor,” as used in the trade, mrana water.) In making up gin 
or cordials the liquor should te boiled and изей 9.10." “ Con- 
centrated csserce of Pine.—To 50 gallons of essence, or according 
to the quantity of liquor use.”  ** Concentrated essence of Vine, No. 
2.—TVis the same as No. 1, but contains an artificial heat, which 
allows an extra quantity of liquor." “ Cheap Rum.—To five 
gallons of proof rum add one (Поп of diquor and one quart of 
concentrated essence of Pine No. 2.” * Cheap Gia.—To 10 gallons 
of 22 U.P. gin, instead of sugar use two quarts of the cream and 
three gallons of digu ያ,” &c.— The defendant said that the material 
which he sold to the publican іш question, a Mr. Moore, wes nothing 
but pure saccharine mat4er.— Те learned magistrate said it was an 
unlawful игде altogether, and of that the defundant must have b-en 
perfectly woll aware.—The defendant said all publicans used similar 
ingredients, and always would do so; and if persons in his trade 
did not take it round 10 them, they would buy it of the grocers.— 
Mr. Dwelly 5811 the grocera Cid not sell this sort of saccharine 
matter, and the publicans did not use ordinary sugar. If they 
could get nothing cheaper than that supplied by grocers, it would 
not pay to adultzrate.—D e(-ndant said, at all events, be should not 
зей i: any more.— The magistrate inquired if this was Mr. Jousiffe's 
first offence.—Mr. Dwelly seid it was the first time he had been 
detected.—He was 8560 14 ihe mitigated penalty of £125, being 
one-fourth of the full penalty of £500. 


CASUALTY AND CRIME 


Three leading Fenians, named Cody, Flood, and 
Duffy, bave been found guilty, at the Dublin Special Commission. 
Some of the details of the evidence afforded additional proof of the 
remarkably perfect organisation which characterised the scheme of 
rebelliop. Cody, for inetauce, was “ head of the Fenian detective 
police formed to watch the authorities ;” and a “shooting circle” 
had directions to assassinate informers aud prominent detectives. 
Arrest of jadgment was moved oa a point of law, and the decision 
of the Court was deferrel until Monday next. A mao, .ared 
Aylward, said to be shot at by l'eaian:, turns out to be а Fenian 
himself, and is in custody. 


A suicide of a very shocking character was com- 
mitted on Monday morning, in the celebrated (layton Tunnel of 
the London and Brighton Railway. When the cigit a.m. train 
from London to Brighton had got about 100 yards withia ihe 
tunnel, а respectably-dressed man, who had got into a second-class 
carriage et the Three Bridges station, euddenly opened the door 
and threw himself out before his fellow-passengers had time to 
restrain bim. Он аліуші at the next station, the fact was tele- 
grap:ed to Brighton, and a special engine was at once sent to the 
spot. Тһе body of the unfortunate man was found divided in three 
parts, his head and oue leg being completely separated fiom the 
trunk. The remains were taken to а publie-huuse at Ryecombe, 
where they await identification. 

At Liverpool, on Saturday, two men, named Henry 
Johnson and Robert Turner, were charged with having c:uelly iil- 
treated a calf. Police-constable Turst said that on the previous 
day he was oa duty in Seotland-road, when his atteution was 
called to the moaning of a calf in abutcber's yard. On guing into 
the yard ከ3 saw a calf, about two or tiree years old, lying on its 
side, with Turner hotding я wound on the neck. Johnson was 
holding the csif by the tail Тһе tail was doubled bard up. 
Witness said, * Why are you ill-treatiug the calf?" One of the 
men said that was not ill-treating, and if witness would only wait 
a while they would show bim that they would do the same to two 
other calves. The excuse they gave for using the calves in the 
manner described was that it was to whien the ved. The eyes 
of the cdf were roliing, and almost strung out of their sockets. 
The men 5.14 they would not slaughter the calf unt Monday. It 
was stated to be гін enstom to bleed then day after Фу until they 
fall down, then they leave them unti! they get a hitne better, and 
then they Dieed thom asain. Phe cose was сермтиға, 

On Saturday evening two Fenian солуїсіз at the 
Spike [sland рор wade а marlous: cuoc ез one о the warders 
ip charge of ther, and having Kiveked bin Чома, fled to a boat 
and pushed ci irom the island, witu а view to escapiug. In the 
meantime, the officer recovered, raised an alarm, ani ran to the 
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shore, where he levelled bis revolver at the convicts, and called 
upon them to come back. The convicts had no oars, and were con- 
sequently unable to така any progress, and were in a short time 
re-captured. One of the convicts engaged in this affair is the 
Fenian, Underwocd O'Connor, who was last year sentenced to 
penal ecrvitude for life, in consequence of a determined and 
pre-arranged attempt te kill Warner, tbe informer, at Howth, near 
Dublin. Captain М'Сайегіу is sentenced to be hanged on the 12th 
of June. The prisoner accepted his sentence, and expressed his 
willingness to again take part in the rebellion, if there was any 
possibility of success. Hs denied all connection with the move- 
ment in County Dublin, or with the Assassination Committee, 
being opposed to unnecessary effusion of blood. Не requested that 
bis body might be given to his attorney, to have it buried in con- 
secrated ground. 


A very serious riot has taken place at Glangool, 
about one mile from Ballynouty, and nine miles east of Cashel. 
Some time ago a man named Lawrence Kelly, with his two brothers, 
were dispossessed of a farm, under an ejectment obtained by the 
Irish Land Company at the quarter sessions at Thurles, for the 
non-payment of three years’ rent. Soon afterwards another per- 
son named Fogarty took the farm. The consequence was that 
both parties were con:tantly engaged in squabbles and law-suits 
at the petty eessions. Latterly it was apprehended that Kelly was 
determined to retake the farm by forcible possession. Fogarty, 
fearing that Kelly would put his oft-repeated threats into execu- 
tion, had gathered twenty men into the bouse to defend it, armed 
with different kinds of weapons. About two o'clock nearly fifty 
men attacked the hotise. They were frequently repulsed by the 
defenders. The parties outside then commenced to throw down the 
house with crowbars, and after some time effected a partial en- 
trance. Several persons were severely wounded. One man, named 
James Maher, bad his arm sevcred from his body with a 
blow cf a hatchet. The police of Ballynouty, under Sub-In- 
spector Monahan, got information of the riot, proceeded at once to 
the spot, and succeeded in arresting six of the attacking party, who 
were ludged in the county gaol at Clonmel. 


An inquest was held on Saturday evening, at the 
Star Hotel, Anerley, on the body of Thomas Jennings, aged 43. 
The deceased had teen іп the employ of the company for «leven 
years as a workman. On Thursday he and some other mea were at 
work at the Crystal Palace, picking up and weighing the iron material 
destroyed by the late fire. The deceased went from his work, and 
when next scen was at the top of the north water tower, standing 
on the outside rail. Не һай his сар in his right hand, and waving 
it, cried, “ Good bye, chaps!’ Пе then threw his cap into the air, 
and leaped over the railing, a beight of 220ft. from the ground. 
His fellow-workmen who saw his descent ran to the place, but he 
was quite dead, neaily every bone in his body bcing broken. No 
reason was assigned for this act of the deceased man. He had been 
drinking rather freely of late, and had complained of a pain in his 
head. Не bad also become very desponding, and had told his 
wife that “ he felt something was going to happen.” The Coroner 
remarked tbat the wo.k the deceased was at would occasion a great 
deal of stooping, and that in all probability the stooping, combined 
with the effects of the drink, had caused a rush of blood to the 
head The deceased appeared to hava been very excited before 
leaping from thetcwer. The jury, after some deliberation, returned 
a verdict that the deceased committed suicide in a fit of temporary 
insanity. 

А case, which it is to b» feared is only one of many 
of a similar character, cam? before Mr. T. Н. Travis, stipendiary 
magistrate at Hull, on Wednesday. Two Pruesian girls, appa- 
rently about one or two aud twenty years of age, told the following 
story to the magistrate, through Dr. Jacobson, the interpreter :— 
They and another girl, a native of Holland, carried on the 
business of seamstreases in Antwerp. One day, while pursuing 
their ordinary avocation, a blind man and his wife entered their 
house, and the former stated that he wanted a barmaid, a chamber- 
maid, and a maid-of-all-work for a large hotel in Halifax, and 
thought the three girls would just suit. Negociations were entered 
into, and such tempting offers held out that the girls accepted the 
supposed situations, on condition that the man would pay their 
fares. This he did, and took possession of their wearing apparel 
and вото few triakets that bis dupes were possesed of. Оп 
arriving іп the Humber on Monday last, the villain told the girls 
that be had brought them to England for an immoral purpose. 
They at once 8410 that they would not comply with his request, 
and demanded their clothes. He retused to give them up, but 
just at this time a Dutchman came on board, and one of the girls, 
hearing her language spoken, went to the man and told her 
troubics. After some conversation wiih the blind man and his 
wife, they gave Ше Dutch girl ten francs and her wearing 
apparel. The two other girls, sceing thia, wanted to come to the 
same terms, but were not successful in their endeavours. Threats 
were held out, and the poor dupes wera allowed to go on shore. 
They went to Dr. Jacobson, and by his advice application was 
made to the stipendiary. The blind man and his wife were 
fetched, and the former was forced to pay their passage home, and 
deliver up the cloches in bis possesion. The money was given to 
Mr. Lanviog, the agent of the Society for Aiding Distressed 
Foreigners, by whom tbe unfortunate girls will be sent home.

A few days ago, about twelve o'elock at night, 
Sivori, the celebrated violinist, was talking with some friends at 
the door of a café on the Boulevards, having just left а private 
concert at which he had been invited to play. One of the nume- 
rous little Italian peggar boys who infest Paris, with his violin in 
one hand aud his cap in the other, was begging a few sous from 
the persons who were sitting outside enjoying the cool of the even- 
ing. Sivori called this .ittle mendicant to him, and taking fom 
hioa his wretched instrument, executed thereon а very elaborate 
piece, which not only astonished the fiddle and its owner, but 
айтасу 4 in a very short time a crowd of admiipg listeners. 
When he had finished he gave back the violin to the little beggar, 
and, hat in hand, commenced a collection in favour, as he said, 
“of a brother artist in distress.” It is needless to say that every 
one gave something, and the “ artist in distress" reccived more on 
this cccasion than he had ever cone before, or than be probably 
ever will do again.
